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Dos idiomas, una meta

La necesidad de hablar más de un idioma es evidente cada día en 


este país y en el mundo entero. Sin embargo, mucha gente se pregunta 
si estamos educando a nuestros niños en la mejor manera posible para 
alcanzar esta meta. ; 

La población creciente de inmigrantes en este país ha introducido 
culturas e idiomas nuevos. En muchas comunidades, el español es muy 
importante. Para los niños, la transición a una vida nueva es muy difícil, 
especialmente teniendo que aprender otro idioma. La introdución de 
las escuelas bilingiies en 1968 por el Congreso de los Estados Unidos 
fue un intento para incluir a los niños que hablan español en el sistema 
de educación. Sin embargo, casi cuarenta años más tarde, mucha gente 
estudia los métodos de educación bilingúe y se preguntan si sus niños 
aprenden de la mejor manera. ; 

Saber hablar más de un idioma es muy conveniente para el futuro de 
los estudiantes. “Ellos tienen mejores oportunidades al momento de lle- 
gar a la universidad, se adaptan mejor y más rápido a los cambios como 
adultos y enfrentan mejor el estrés”, dice La Prensa de Minnesota. 

Estos niños que reciben una educación bilingúe están un paso ade- 
lante de muchos otros estudiantes. La idea de las escuelas es enseñar 
inglés a los niños con cada materia y, a la vez, mantener “su idioma 
materno, el español”. 

Está muy claro para los críticos de las escuelas que la continuación 
de los dos idiomas es necesaria y beneficiosa, pero la preocupación más 
grande es que los métodos de los programas no sean los mejores. Para 
la mayoría de los programas, hay dos partes - la educación bilingiie y 
la inmersión. El problema con esto es que el inglés no recibe atención 
suficiente en cada aspecto. Los niños pueden escribir y leer en su primer 
idioma pero ellos no están aprendiendo el inglés a ese mismo nivel. 

“El poco énfasis en el inglés contribuye al alto índice de deserción 
escolar de los estudiantes latinos”, dicen los adversarios. Otro problema 
es que muchos estudiantes quieren aprender inglés rápidamente pero 
no tienen el mismo interés en su propio idioma y por lo tanto se les 
olvida. 

Para solucionar estos problemas, hay muchas escuelas que están 
reevaluando sus programas y cambiando sus métodos. Por ejemplo, 
las escuelas en Chicago están integrando un sistema que se llama el 
Programa de Inmersión Dual. “Quieren implantar un nuevo enfoque 
que pone al español a la par del inglés en los salones de clase”, dicen 
los oficiales. Para tener éxito, usan métodos un poco diferentes. 

Por ejemplo, en las clases hay estudiantes que hablan sólo en es- 
pañol y algunos que hablan sólo en inglés. También, el programa ahora 
llega hasta el sexto grado. Cada estudiante sin importar, si su primer 
idioma es inglés o español, aprende las materias académicas necesarias 
y, al mismo tiempo, “desarrollarán su lenguaje en ambos idiomas”, dice 
La Prensa de Minnesota. 

Si el Programa de Inmersión Dual alivia estos problemas, las es- 
cuelas adoptarán este método. En cualquier situación, el futuro de los 
estudiantes está en las manos de los maestros, los padres y el gobierno. 
Las caras de las comunidades en los Estados Unidos están cambiando 
constantemente y la comunidad en su totalidad necesita educarse y 
adaptarse.

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Bush “fully supports” Colombia against Ecuador, Venezuela 


President George W. Bush said 
that he “fully supports” Colombia’s 
Alvaro Uribe in the diplomatic flap 
set off by Bogota’s raid into neigh- 
boring Ecuador to kill a Colombian 
rebel leader. 

“This morning I spoke to Presi- 
dent! >< of Colombia. He updated 
me © .1c situation in his country, 
including the continuing assault by 
narco-terrorists, as well as the pro- 
vocative maneuvers by the regime 


‘in Venezuela,” Bush said at the 


White House. 

“Narco-terrorists” is what Bush 
and Uribe call the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia, or 
FARC, the Andean nation’s largest 
rebel army. 

In the wake of Colombia’s 
incursion last weekend, Ecuador 
broke relations with Bogota and 
Quito’s ally Venezuela booted 
Colombian diplomats and moved 
tanks and aircraft to its border with 
Colombia. 

Though Washington refers to 
the leftist government of Venezue- 
la as a “regime,” President Hugo 
Chavez has won three elections and 
easily survived a recall referendum 
that was deemed free and fair by 
international observers. 

“I told the president that Amer- 
ica fully supports Colombia’s de- 
mocracy, and that we firmly oppose 
any acts of aggression that could 
destabilize the region,” Bush said 
of his conversation with Uribe, 
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Washington's staunchest ally in the 
region. 

“Our country’s message to 
President Uribe and the people of 
Colombia is that we stand with our 
democratic ally,” the U.S. leader 
said, before taking the opportunity 
to again urge lawmakers 
to ratify the free trade 
accord his administra- 
tion negotiated with 
Bogota. 

“My message 
to the United States 
Congress is that this 
trade agreement is 
more than a matter 
of smart econom- 
ics, it is a matter of 
national security,” 
Bush said.

Democratic lawmakers say they 
won’t consider approving the trade 
pact until Uribe takes serious steps 
to change Colombia’s status as the 
world’s most dangerous country for 
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labor organizers. 

“If we fail to approve this 
agreement, we will let down our 
close ally, we will damage our 
credibility in the region, and we 
will embolden the demagogues in 

our hemisphere,” the president 
said, apparently referring to 
Chavez and his allies.

Atlanta (EFE) — La falta de 
recursos económicos es uno de los 
mayores obstáculos que enfrentan 
los jóvenes hispanos para continuar 
con los estudios universitarios tras 
finalizar el colegio, algo que una or- 
ganización busca revertir al otorgar 
cientos de becas. 

“Nuestra organización es única 
porque nosotros no sólo damos 
becas, sino que también le damos 
a los jóvenes hispanos la oportuni- 
dad de tener un camino profesional 
completo”, señaló Lisa Sandoval, 
directora de comunicaciones del 
Hispanic College Fund (HCF). 

HCF, con sede en Washington, 
fue fundado en 1994 por un grupo 
de empresarios y brinda becas, ca- 
pacitaciones y recursos laborales a 
estudiantes latinos de escasos recursos en todo el país. 

El pasado año, la organización otorgó un total de 615 becas por 
un valor de 1.8 millones de dólares principalmente en las áreas de 
ingeniería, ciencias, tecnología y matemática. 

A través de uno de sus programas, denominado “Latinos On the 
Fast Track” (LOFT), HCF brinda a jóvenes hispanos la posibilidad de 
llevar a cabo prácticas laborales, tutorías, talleres u obtener empleos, 
tanto en el sector público como el privado. 

Entre las empresas y organizaciones que donan a HCF y brindan 
oportunidades laborales a los becarios se encuentran Google, NASA, 
Lockheed Martin, Master Card, Kaiser Permanente, Costco, Estee 
Lauder y Sallie Mae.

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Colombia claims FARC seeking uranium

Geneva (EFE) — Colombia’s vice president said before the U.N. 
Conference on Disarmament that his country's FARC guerrillas were 
trying to obtain uranium to make a “dirty bomb.” 

Francisco Santos said that on two computers seized last weekend 
in the cross-border raid into Ecuador to kill FARC No. 2 Raul Reyes 
information was found about the possible “negotiation for radioactive 
material, the main basis for making dirty weapons of destruction and 
terrorism.” 

“This information shows that, based on the economic power that 
drug trafficking gives them, terrorist groups constitute a very seri- 
ous threat not only to our country but to the entire Andean and Latin 
American region,” Santos said. He said that the information is still be- 
ing analyzed but it shows the danger represented by the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia, or FARC. 

Bogota has not released any of the raw data but says it will bring 
in experts from the Organization of American States to review the 
computer files. 

Though classified as terrorists by the United States - which gives 
Bogota some $500 million a year in military aid - and the European 
Union, the FARC is blamed for significantly fewer civilian deaths than 
Colombia's right-wing militias, which have functioned as de facto allies 
of the army against the Marxist guerrillas. 

Colombia's incursion into Ecuador has set off a regional diplomatic

México (EFE) — El Gobierno 
mexicano presentó un paquete espe- 
cial de incentivos fiscales, simplifi- 
caciones arancelarias, descuentos en 
tarifas eléctricas y financiación para 
empresas con el que busca promover 
la productividad, la inversión y el 
empleo en 2008, un año difícil para 
la economía internacional. Los 
incentivos tendrán un valor total 
de 60,000 millones de pesos (unos 
5,555 millones de dólares). 

“Ante un entorno internacio- 
nal o estamos activando los 
motores de nuestra economía en el 
mercado interno, usando los instru- 
mentos de política económica para 
que nuestro país avance por la ruta 
del bienestar y del progreso”, afirmó 
durante la presentación el Presidente 
de México, Felipe Calderón. 

Como parte del programa, de 
diez puntos, el Gobierno otorgará a 
las empresas un descuento del tres 
por ciento a los pagos del Impuesto 
Sobre la Renta (ISR) y al Impuesto 
Especial de Tasa Unica (IETU) de 
febrero a junio de 2008, lo cual 
equivaldrá a casi 6,000 millones 
de pesos (unos 555.5 millones de 
dólares). 

Adicionalmente, las personas 
físicas con actividades empresaria- 
les que presenten su declaración de 
impuesto del año pasado vía Internet 
recibirán del Gobierno un estímulo

Calderón creará, además, un 
portal de Internet para concentrar 
ofertas de trabajo y destinará 650 
millones de pesos adicionales (60.1 
millones de dólares) para su Sistema 
Nacional de Empleo. 

La estatal Petróleos Mexicanos 
(Pemex) incrementará en 10,000 
millones de pesos (925.9 millones 
de dólares) su gasto para mante- 
nimiento y expansión de ductos en 
un periodo de tiempo por determinar. 
La iniciativa gubernamental espera 
reducir los costos de producción 
en las zonas más marginadas del 
país hasta en un 22.2%, mediante 
estímulos fiscales y créditos que 
motiven a las compañías a instalarse

El programa reducirá las tarifas 
eléctricas un 20% en hora pico y
